_JL  advanced  for  the  time  in  farming  and  stock-raising.  The  island  of 

L’ute  was  backward,  so  early  in  the  nineteenth  century  the  Mar¬ 
quis  of  Bute,  desiring  the  island  developed  agriculturally,  requested  Alex¬ 
ander  Montgomery  and  Alexander  Hunter  with  their  families  to  come 
froYn  Ayrshire  to  Bute,  one  to  live  on  a  farm  in  the  north  part  of  the  island, 
the  other  to  live  on  a  farm  in  the  south  part  of  the  island,  so  as  to  introduce 
better  methods  of  farming  and  stock-breeding.  16921 H? 

I  do  not  know  when  the  Carswells  came  to  the  island  of  Bute,  nor 
fiom  where  they  came,  but  think  they  were  here  before  this  time.  This  is 
only  a  small  island  so  in  time  the  rural  population  came  to  be  mostly 
descendants  of  these  early  families.  They  were  very  progressive  and  indus¬ 
trious  people  becoming  prominent  as  breeders  of  Clydesdale  horses  and 
Ayrshire,  cattle.  Although  differing  as  to  religious  beliefs  and  church 
affiliations  they  were  almost  without  exception  lined  up  with  the  church 
and  ardent  workers  there  in  civic  and  rural  government,  they  held  their 
share  of  offices  and  executed  them  to  the  best  interests  of  the  community. 

The  Bute  Agricultural  Society  was  organized  in  1806  with  their 
co-operation.  Since  tnat  time,  with  few  exceptions,  some  one  of  their 
descendants  has  been  its  president.  As  members  of  this  society  many  honors 
have  been  won  by  the  men  in  ploughing  matches  and  by  the  women  with 
butter  and  cheese,  and  the  domestic  arts.

Ltd.,  to  manufacture  this  bread  and  sold  his  patent 
all  over  Scotland,  England,  Males  and  Canada.  Their  daughter  Rebecca 
married  Thomas  Hogg,  stationer  and  lived  in  Rothesay,  Bute.  Their  son 
Hugh  married  Jessie  Maitland  and  lived  in  Rothesay,  Bute,  later  go;ng  to 
Picto,  Novia  Scotia.  He  was  a  baker.  Their  daughter  Jenet  died  in 
infancy.  Their  son  William  Barr  married  first  Margaret  Sterling  and 
lived  in  Rothesay,  Bute;  New  York  Citv,  U.  S.  A.,  and  Manchester, 
England.

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McTAGGART  LINEAGE 


There  were  four  children  in  the  McTaggart  family,  Neil,  Daniel, 
Elizabeth  and  Isabelle,  who  lived  in  Scotland. 


Daniel  McTaggart  came  to  U.  S.  first  when  a  Mr.  Rankin  who 
had  come  over  from  Scotland  sent  for  men  to  work  on  Schulkill  Canal.  He 
later  came  to  Springfield  and  bought  some  land  south  of  Springfield.  He 
married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Mr.  Rankin.  They  had  no  children. 
He  built  a  stone  house  which  is  still  standing.  Uncle  Daniel  died  at  the 
old  home  and  Aunt  Margaret  lived  there  until  her  death  a  few  years  later.

In  1854  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Neil  McTaggart,  two  sons  Robert  and  Alex¬ 
ander  came  to  U,  S.  An  extract  from  Sangamon  County  History:  Neil 
L.  McTaggart  was  born  November  26,  3861  near  Pawnee,  Illinois.  He 
attended  school  at  Beaver  Dam  until  after  his  father’s  death,  when  the 
family  moved  to  Springfield,  Illinois.  Then  he  attended  schools  in  Spring- 
field,  Illinois. 


Later,  the  family  moving  to  the  farm,  he  helped  on  the  farm,  and 
for  a  number  of  years  taught  school  in  Montgomery  County.  In  1885  he 
married  Katherine  L.  Hoppin,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  L.

Extract  From  Sangamon  County  History 

In  1854  Mr.  and  IVIrs.  AIcTaggart  and  two  sons.  Alex  and  Robert 
came  to  United  States,  coming  to  Springfield  to  Uncle  Daniel’s. 

1  hey  located  in  Woodside  township  where  they  resided  for  twelve 
>ears  purchasing  a  two  hundred  and  forty  acre  tarm  at  twenty  dollars  per 
acre.  On  selling  that  they  removed  to  Pawnee  township  and  became  the 
ow  ners  of  nearly  one  thousand  acres  ot  laud  on  which  they  located. 

With  characteristic  energy*  Mr.  McTaggart  began  to  develop,  his 
farm  and  with  the  assistance  of  his  sons  made  excellent  improvements  on 
that  property  till  his  death  which  occurred  January  9,  1880.  His  wife 
passed  away  a  number  of  years  before.  All  three  sons  grew  to  mature 

years  and  had  families  of  their  own  and  became  prominent  farmers  of 
Pawnee  1  ownship. 

HUNTER  LINEAGE 

Alexandei  Hunter,  brother  of  Rebecca  Montgomery,  came  to  South 
Cannae  farm,  Bute,  early  in  the  nineteenth  century.  He  was  married  first 
to  Mary  Stuart  and  second  to  Margaret  Simpson.
